Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Fishman indicated that the range of anodized layers taught in 
Smith is substantial degrees lower than that claimed in the instant claims and that one of ordinary skill in the art would 
not have proper motivation to apply such layers to sterilization containers as in Miller and Deeds. Mr. Fishman also 
argued that the range taught in Cohen was for automotive applications and that although it overlapped that of the 
instant claims, there is no motivation to choose that range from Cohen for sterilization containers. The Examiner 
indicated that criticality of the range had not been shown and that the bottom of the range in the independent claims 
was open ended. Mr. Fishman indicated that he would submit data showing the criticality for sterilization conditions 
and would consider closing the claimed range in both independent claims. He further indicated that he would reinstate 
the PCT continuity to eliminate improper interuption of continuity.
